Gentlemen. 

I liave  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  my  Twenty- First 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the 
District. 

Births. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1913,  there  have 
been  115  births  registered.  59  boys  and  56  girls.  Tliis  gives  an 
annual  birth-rate  of  19.9  per  1()()()  of  the  population,  which  is 
slightly  higher  than  last  year,  it  being  then  18.9.  The  average 
birth-rate  for  the  past  five  years  equals  21.3. 

Deaths  [see  Table  III). 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  vear  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  district  was  79.  44  males  and  35  females,  giving 

an  annual  death-rate  of  13.6  per  1000  of  the  j)o])ulation,  compared 
with  12.9  last  year  and  10.1  the  previous  year. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  five  years  1908-1912  was 

11.7.

Infantile  ^Mortality  (see  Table  IV). 

The  rate  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  lOUO  births  registered 
is  86,  whicli  is  the  lowest  for  the  jiast  20  years.  The  average  for 
the  five  years  1908-1912  is  127.  This  in  my  opinion  is  due  to 
the  greater  care  in  feeding  and  the  using  of  tubeless  bottles. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  was  3,  and 
there  was  1 death  of  an  illegitimate  infant  during  the  vear. 

The  death-rate  from  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  per 
1000  of  the  population  is  ‘8. 

Infectious  Diseases  (see  Table  II). 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  there  have 
been  19  cases,  compared  with  9 last  year  and  14  the  previous  vear.

Of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  there  were  10  cases  notified. 
9 of  which  proved  fatal.  An  explanatory  leaflet  giving  advice  to 
consumptives  has  been  delivered  where  considered  nece.ssary. 


Diphtheria. 


The  16  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  scattered  and  it  could 
not  l)e  termed  epidemic.  The  infection  seemed  to  have  spread 
from  the  village  of  Blacko.  The  cases  were  isolated  at  their  liomes 
and  disinfectants  used  and  the  liomes  fumigated  ; the  j^reatest 
care  was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.

■At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
was  1,525. 

The  water  supply  from  the  Nelson  Corporation  Reservoirs, 
owing  to  the  very  dry  summer,  has  not  been  as  satisfactory  as 
usual. 


Slaughter-Houses. 

There  are  5 slaughter-houses  which  have  been  inspected 
during  slaughtering  ; they  are  in  good  order,  kept  clean,  and  the 
ventilation  satisfactory. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

The  Dairies  are  kept  clean  and  the  Cowsheds  are  fairly 
satisfactory,  but  some  are  short  of  air  space  and  ventilation. 

The  cattle  appear  healthy. 

There  was  one  case  of  tuberculosis  in  a cow  notified.  The 
cow  was  at  once  isolated  and  the  milk  kept  separate,  the  cow  was 
ultimately  slaughtered.

Tliosf'  are  kept  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition,  and 
ar(‘  I'egnlarly  liinevvaslied.

Insut'fi(aent  water  closet  accoininodation  and  the  unsanitary 
conditions  of  two  watei-  closets  at  one  of  the  factories  was  found, 
and  is  receiving  attention. 

The  flushing  arrangement  to  a water  closet  at  another  mill 
has  been  remedied.

(Jeneral  dilapidation,  uncleanliness  of  tenants  and  want 
of  facilities  for  washing. 

There  was  one  case  of  overcrowding. 

The  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  in  a very  efficient 
manner,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  surroundings  is  satisfactorv. 

During  the  year  74  new  dwelling-houses  were  certified,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  year  8 houses  were  in  course  of  erection. 

New  houses  aie  insjiected  by  the  Surveyor  during  the 
course  of  erection,  and  on  completion  are  inspected  and  the 
necessary  certificate  for  habitation  given  in  accordance  with  the 
Building  Bye-Laws  adopted  by  the  Council.  The  bye-laws  of  the 
Council  re([uire  15U  feet  of  air  space  at  the  rear  of  tlie  dwelling- 
houses.  the  front  streets  to  be  36  feet  wide,  and  the  back  streets 
varying  from  12  to  15  feet  wide.
